Ryan said that identification of 
Mrs. McPherson had been made by 
Dennis Collins, night attendant at 
the Salinas garage, from photo- 
graphs shown him by Ryan. The 
deputy prosecutor volunteered to 
pring Collins to Los Angeles to 
give his testimony and to face the 
evangelist before the jury in an at- 
rip to identify her further. 

* Ormiston had left his automobile 
at Salinas on his way to Los-An- 
geles, where he appeared the next 
day and denied knowledge of any 
facts in connection with Mrs, Mc-

Ten dealers delivered 
slightly more gas than they were 
paid for.

Willing to Settle. 


President Machado some time 
ago informed the American em- 
bassy that the Cuban government 
regarded the confiscation as illegal 
and that Cuba was willing to set- 
tle with Smith.

Revised figures of the Department of Com- 
merce show that the balance of trade 
modities during § the months 
the United States sold more commodities than 
it bought to the extent of $287,000,000. This 
was a drop of about $153,000,000 in the fa- 
vorable balance as compared with the preced- 
ing year. | 
At the when the favorable bal- 
-pnce dropped materially, gold imports in ex- 
cess of gold exports amounted to $98,000,000, 
while for the previous year there was an ex- 
cess of gold cxports over {imports amounting 
to $114,000.000, In other words, last vear,. 
when the favorable commodity balance of trade 
was much greater than that of the last twelve 
months, gold was exported, while during the 
last twelve months gold was imported. 
Theoretically, when a nation's commodity 
exports are greater than its imports, imports 
of gold make the balancé: and when a nation’s 
commodity imports are greater than its exports 
gold is exported to make the balance. But the 
experiences of the last twelve months and the 
iwe:ive previous months seem to prove the con- 
trary, and thus weaken the theory.

Despite internal political disturbances, 
China’s trade virility is remarkable, according 
to the Department of Commerce attache at 
Peking. China's foreign trade last year ex- 
ceeded that of the year before, and business 
moves ahead.

Cereals are almost specific if the 
baby is old enough to take them, 
and cereals are now given to yvoung- 
er babies more than was the cus- 
tom a few years ago. 

Infants 5 months old can eat well 
mashed carrots or spinach as a cure 
for constipation. At 6 months of 
age they can take vegetable soups 
containing finely divided vegetables. 
If these vegetables and cereals cause 
diarrhea it is easy to control the 
trouble by omitting them from the 
diet. In his opinion many babies 
are peevish and cry frequently be- 
cause they are hungry. The cus- 
tom has been to use milk mixtures 
that were too weak. He has seen 
young babies fed on mixtures of five 
parts milk and fifteen parts water. 
A baby can not drink enough of 
such a mixture to satisfy his appe- 
tite. Seldom is a mixture of less 
than half and half advisable. He 
thinks whenever cow’s milk is to be 
fed to a baby it should be boiled. 
This is true whether the milk be 
certified or pasteurized, and it is 
doubly true of ordinary raw milk. 
Not only is there lessened danger of 
infection, but milk is made more di- 
gestible by boiling.

Peddlers Forbidden to Cry 
Wares; Water and Noise 
Orders Cited. ° 


Policemen were instructed in 
yesterday’s issue of the daily bulle- 
tin of the department to enforce 
strictly the regulations forbidding 
hucksters from crying their wares, 
operating without licenses and stop- 
ping longer than to make sales;
